REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 8, 1881. 


District No. 1. 


Oliver Chapin, - - . - - Committee. 

Miss Ella E. Straw, assisted by Myrtie B. Symonds, taught 
the summer term of ten weeks. 

The teacher found a large school, rather disorderly and 
poorly classified ; but, with her excellent methods of classifi- 
cation, discipline, and instruction, she very soon had the 
school under perfect control. 

The lessons were well learned and the progress good. 
Much valuable information was given the smaller classes by 
the method of oral teaching, now proved to be by far the 
best method for primary schools. At the examination, 
questions were answered promptly and sufficiently loud to be 
heard in any part of the room, thus overcoming a serious 
fault, long existing in this district. 

The smaller primary classes received excellent drill from 
Miss Symonds, and made especially good progress in read- 
ing. 

Mr. H. H. Prouty taught the grammar school for ten 
weeks during the fall. Strict obedience to all school regula- 
tions was required, while lessons were demonstrated by top- 
ics. All the essentials of a perfect school were present save

the multiplicity of classes which did not allow sufficient 
time for a portion of them. 

Mr. H. G. Miller continued the grammar school for eight 
weeks during the winter. Mr. M. is a quiet, conscientious, 
and efficient teacher. The school was better graded than 
during the previous term, and the method of instruction 
that of reciting from topics without questions. This is the 
only correct method for advanced pupils, and the results ob- 
tained in this district during the past year have been highly 
satisfactory. Very thorough work was done in all branches, 
and examination never showed a better drilled or more suc- 
cessful school. 

Miss Ella E. Straw taught ten weeks in the primary de- 
partment during the fall. The room was badly crowded 
and the pupils poorly classified—a condition of things in 
which neither teacher nor scholars could do full justice to 
themselves. The discipline and advancement made were 
better than ought to have been expected under the circum- 
stances. 

During the winter term of eight weeks Miss Meda P. 
Copeland had charge of the primary school. Classes were 
condensed and the school regularly graded at the commence- 
ment of the term. Miss Copeland is an experienced teacher, 
and believes in perfection, even in small things. Perfect 
order and harmony reigned. The progress was slow in 
some branches, but no half-way work was done. LHspecial 
attention was given to correct pronunciation, loud speaking, 
and good habits generally. 


District No. 2. 


Charles Blanchard, — - : - - - Committee. 


Miss Hattie M. Murdough taught her first term of nine 
weeks during the summer. The attendance was excellent, 
school quiet, and well arranged in classes. Concert drill in 
arithmetic and geography added to the interest and did not 
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detract from the profit of the term. The pupils in this dis- 
trict are bright, the parents in earnest, and teacher faithful— 
a combination that cannot fail of success. 

During the fall Miss Minnie E. Davis taught for nine 
weeks. The term was somewhat broken by an epidemic of 
scarlet fever, otherwise the attendance would have been 
good. Fair progress was made in all branches taught. 


Districr No. 3. 


James Forsyth, - - - : - Committee. 


Miss Cora B. Heywood taught the summer term of eight | 
weeks. The attendance was quite poor, there being over 
forty whole days’ absences besides non-membership marks. 

The order was fair and the advancement rapid. There 
was a lack of thoroughness in the work done, owing in part, 
doubtless, to the poor attendance. 

Miss Addie E. Gould taught nine weeks during the fall. 
Miss Gould is a very thorough teacher, and her methods of 
instruction among the best. The order was perfect and the 
lessons thoroughly committed. Had the parents taken the 
same pains to secure good attendance as the teacher did to 
give good instruction, this would have been one of our best 
schools. 


Disrrict No. 4. 


D. C. Walker,” - - - - - - Committee. 


No summer term. Miss Clara B. Lufkin taught her first 
term of six weeks during the fall. The school was well 
classified, quiet, and under fair drill. The advancement in 
reading was not up to the standard of progress made in the 
other studies. Attendance very good. 

Mr. George E. Quimby taught the winter term of twelve 
weeks. The order was good, and the attendance, among pu- 
pils in the district, very fair. Good advancement in all 
branches. In penmanship more real progress was made 
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than in any other school in town. Only one visit from 
parents during the year. One fault among the pupils is that 
of speaking too low. 


District No. 5. 


W. B. Reed, - - - Fs . Committee. 


The summer term of eight weeeks was under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Angie M. Hayward. ‘There is a good degree of 
interest shown in this district by parents and citizens. The 
attendance was good save among the members of one family. 
Progress fair in all branches and order good. There was a 
gradual improvement in methods of instruction throughout 
- the entire term. 

Mr. George EH. Quimby completed the school year with 
twelve weeks during fall and winter. This was Mr. Quim- 
by’s first experience in teaching; but he brought to the work 
good habits, correct methods, and an earnest desire to bene- 
fit his pupils. Good work was done in all branches. If any 
fault is to be found, it is that of too rapid advancement in 
arithmetic, some of the lessons being imperfectly learned. 

The attendance was very good. 


District No. 6. 


Ww. F. Lakin, - - - - : - Committee. 


Miss Minnie E. Davis taught for seven weeks during the 
summer. The school was very small, only three pupils be- 
ing present the greater part of the term. The teacher gave 
her scholars good drill, and for so small a school was quite 
successful. 

Miss Dora E. Griffin finished the school year with a six- 
weeks term in the fall. The school was somewhat larger 
than during the summer. Miss Griffin is a thorough scholar, 
a good disciplinarian, and efficient instructor, although this 
was her first term. ‘The attendance was poor. Among 
those pupils who were regularly at school, excellent progress 
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was made, the lessons being well learned and thoroughly 
comprehended. . 


District No. 8. 
J. E. Smith, - - - - - - Committee. 


There were three terms in this district. The summer term 
of eight weeks was taught by Miss A. Mellie Pollard. The 
school was well classified, save in arithmetic. Order seemed 
very good. The progress was sufficiently rapid in all 
branches, but the knowledge gained was hardly thorough 
enough to be lasting. Attendance rather poor. 

Miss Nellie M. Atwood taught eight weeks during the fall. 
Miss Atwood is an experienced teacher, ambitious, energetic, 
and able to inspire her pupils with her own enthusiasm. 
Great improvement was made in all the reading classes, par- 
ticular attention having been given towards overcoming a 
habit of sing-song which existed among several of the smaller 
classes. The organization was complete, the class-work all 
satisfactory, and the general interest equal to that of any 
school in town. ; 

Mr. George L. Lowell began his experience as a teacher 
with a long term of twelve weeks during the winter. Mr. 
Lowell tried hard to have a profitable school, and was quite 
successful in his efforts. The pupils were thorough in their 
work as a rule, orderly, and kept up the interest until the 
end of the term. The average attendance was also good. 


District No. 9. 
John Symonds, - - - - - Committee. 


There were three terms in this district. Miss Dora M. 
Hilliard taught the first term of eight weeks. The pupils 
were nearly all quite young, and several being new-comers, 
with different text-books, the classes were far too numerous. 
Instruction was given orally to several of the smaller classes 
with most gratifying results. Order was quite good, and 
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the advancement made about an average with other schools 
in town. 

Miss Alma A. Clark had charge of the school for eight 
weeks during the fall term. The classification was better 
than during the summer, but there was a want of system in 
managing the classes which made the school appear more 
noisy than was necessary. Excellent work was accomplished 
in mathematics and grammar, and the progress a good aver- 
age in geography. 

The winter term of twelve weeks was taught by Mrs. J. D. 
Alexander. The general appearance of the school was ex- 
cellent, and the progress, especially in arithmetic, grammar, 
and reading, was equal to that of any school in town. The 
attendance on the part of a few was far from good. Were 
the citizens of this district as united in their efforts as they 
should be, still better results might be obtained than at pres- 
ent. Asa whole, the school year in No. 9 has been a pros- 
perous one. 


District No. 10. 
M. LB. Wells, - - : - - - Committee. 


Miss Rossie A. Reed taught the summer term of ten weeks. 
The order was excellent, and the arrangement of classes 
good. The teacher succeeded in procuring a lively interest 
in school duties; and by employing the oral method, chiefly 
among the smaller classes, rapid progress was made in all 
branches. 

During the winter, Mr. EK. K. Morrison commenced the 
term, but resigned at the end of the third week to engage in 
other business, and was succeeded by Miss Ella E. Wood, 
who completed the term of ten weeks. Miss Wood at once 
inspired her pupils with her own enthusiasm for study, re- 
quired perfect order and well-learned lessons. The result 
was an excellent school in all respects. 

No school in town has made better progress in all things 
that pertain to a good school during the past five years than 
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No. 10, since it has advanced from the lowest rank nearly to 
the first. 


District No. 11. 
A. G. Graham, - - - - - : Committee. 


Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Kate K. 
Murdough. Miss Murdough has improved much in her 
method of teaching since two years ago. <A perfect system 
in all things was the rule of the school. As a consequence, 
order, precision, neatness, and dispatch were found; and it 
was a pleasure alike to eye and ear to visit the school. An- 
swers to questions were loud and prompt. and the tout en- 
semble of the school at examination was alike creditable to 
pupils and teacher. | 

During the fall, the school was divided into two depart- 
ments. 

Miss Etta M. King, who had charge of the primary school, 
continued the excellent drill of the summer. Great care was 
taken to have the lessons well understood and correctly re- 
cited. Oral methods were largely employed, and the exam- 
ination was one of the most prompt and pleasing often seen 
in primary schools. | 

Mr. L. K. Graves conducted the grammar department for 
ten weeks. Mr. Graves taught a select school in the same 
room during the spring, and brought the same sound princi- 
ples of class instruction. into practice the present term. The 
discipline could not have been better, and, with so thorough 
and careful an instructor, the school could not fail of being | 
successful. We had no better in town. 

Miss Murdough again taught the single term of six weeks 
during the winter. A portion of both grammar and primary 
schools being now united in one school, the classification was 
of course rather poor, and but little time could be given to 
some classes. The advancement was steady and thorough. 
Owing to sickness, the attendance was hardly up to the for- 
mer terms. 
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Districr No. 12. 
Isaac Newton, - - - - - - Committee. 


Miss Celia H. Johnson, teacher, during the summer, for 
seven weeks. There were altogether too many classes this 
term, which was the only fault of the school. The attend- 
ance was very good, order fair, and work well done. The 
interest shown by parents and citizens in this district is quite 
commendable, and aids much towards making the school a 
profitable one. 

Miss Nora M. Allan completed the school year with a’ 
nine-weeks term during the winter. Having diminished the 
number of different text-books, and consolidated some of the 
classes, the general arrangement of the school was better 
than Jast term. Progress was made in all branches studied, 
but the system of conducting classes was hardly complete 
enough to give the best results. 

There is a crying need in this district for an improved 
school building, with more and better aids in teaching. 


District No. 138. 
F. A. McLaughlin, = - . - - - Committee. 


Mrs. Sarah Partridge taught for eight weeks during the 
summer. Only four pupils, and three of these in the primer 
class. The word-method of teaching little ones to read was. 
used with good success. The examination showed close 
study and faithful work from the only advanced pupil. Not 
a single absent or tardy mark during the entire term. 

In the fall Miss Della G. Witt taught for twelve weeks 
with six pupils. The school was more interesting than 
during the summer, owing to the increased number of 
pupils. The teacher’s methods of government and instruc- 
tion were both good, and the term was a profitable one. The 
attendance was almost perfect.

The present condition of our schools ought to be a source 
of pride to every citizen of Acworth. In twelve districts there 
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have been thirty-two schools, twenty-nine different teachers 
employed, and two hundred and seventy-six weeks of school 
during the year. In districts Nos. 3, 6, and 10, new black- 
boards have been furnished. In Nos. 2, 3, 6, 8, 10, and 12, 
new maps have been added. The changes in text-books 
commenced last year have been completed, and we now have 
as good books, upon the various subjects of instruction, as are 
published. . 

With the change in text-books our schools are now better 
graded than ever before. Asa rule, we have been fortunate 
in securing good teachers. The interest shown by the pupils 
has been quite as good as formerly, and the results obtained 
are such as to promise well for the future. — 

All that is needed is to keep on the same as we are doing, 
adding to our school apparatus each year ; keeping our school- 
houses in good repair; securing competent teachers; and, 
above all, giving the cause of common-school education our 
earnest, hearty support, since upon it depends the success of 
the coming generation, in which our children are to be the 
chief actors. 3
